The late Duke of Buckingham was, I think, the firſt 
who encourag'd and ſet on Foot, the Art of making here 
in England, that fine clear Sort of Glaſs for Coaches, 
and the Pannels between Chamber-Windows ; He was 
follow'd with Succeſs by ſome other ingenious Men, and 
every Body knows, that now, inſtead of paying valt 
Sums of Money every Year to 7taly for this kind of Ware, 
we make as fine Glaſs as any in the World, and that our 
Merchants export great Quantities to their conſiderable 
Profit, and the Nations no ſmall Advantage. 


In Venice this Art of improving Glaſs was carried to a 
yet higher Perfection; for a certain Tradeſman of that 
City had invented a Way to make it malleable, that is, 
to loſe its brittle Nature, and to bear beating into any 


Form with a Hammer, like a Piece of Iron, without be- 


ing robb'd of its Dane and the Reward this no- 
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For Example, *tis not much above fourſcore Years wi 


burning Bricks with $:a-Coal, and began to practiſe it 43

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All Europe knows, that France, almoſt in the Minority 
ol her preſent King, was forc'd, at a moſt prodigious annual 
Expence, to buy her Silks from Italy. Mulberries, 'twas 
lain, would never grow in that cold Country, and the 
Silk Manuf ture could not be expected to thrive fo much 
nearer to the North: Their Froſts would kill the Worms ; 
or, if not, the Profit of their Labour would be doubly eat 
out by the Charges. | 


In the Midſt of all theſe invincible Difficulties, 'Mon- 
ſieur Colbert, and certain other great Spirits among 
them, deſpiſing the common Cant of ſuch ridiculous Ob- 
jections, reſolved at leaſt to put it to a Tryal, and found 
it at once inexpreſſibly eaſy, and immenſely profitable. 
Their King's Revenue richly feels the Benefit of theſe 
Gentlemens Induſtry ; and the impoſſible Silk Trade of 
thoſe Parts now gives Subſiſtence to above a hundred 
thouſand of their Families. 


Thus France, as well as England, produces ſome of

they fe!l in among the foremoſt to the Practice of this 
Art, which has added ſo much Honour to the Name of 
France, and ſuch a Treaſure to their Country.

Every Body knows that till the Reign 
of one of our Edwards, we were forc'd to ſend abroad 
our unwrought Wool to Antwerp, and other Places, there 
to be made into Cloth, and then brought back, and fold i 
to us again at a Price ſo extravagant, that the Nation was 
impoveriſhed by the very Wool, which has ſince thoſe 
Times been found the only Means of making us a Rich 
and Flouriſhing People; So neceſſary and beneficial is a due 
Encouragement of national Induſtry. 


There is ſcarce a Silk-Weaver, Hatter, Pewterer, or 
any other Tradeſman amongſt us, but can remember, if 
he pleaſes, what vaſt Improvements, in his particular 
Calling, he has in his own Time been a Witneſs to the 
Diſcovery of.

with a much better Effect ; they call it in their Tongue 


Velania: What uſe the Gentleman thought tit to make 
of the Opportunity put into his Hands, I know not, 
but I am very ſure, it was his own Fault, if in ſuch a 
Year as this, which is none of the beſt neither for 
Acorns, he neglected a Buſineſs, by which any Man 
might have got a very good Eſtate, without much 
Charge, and with no manner of Hazard.

immediate Birth may at any Time be given to a Fund, 
which, without the leaſt Oppreſſion or Complaint, will

It cannot but be welcome to the People, becauſe no 
Man will know that he pays a Farthing ; nay, he now 
pays the ſame Money over and above- all Taxes, which, 
by being made a Tax, will become the only Tax he has 


to pay. 


Every Man in the Kingdom, conſider'd in his pri-

It will be capable of almoſt infinite Improvement ;
